Ballot issues are slated 
for Feb. 22 primary day...

While Republicans in Mich¬ 
igan will be asked to decide 
who they want as their presi¬ 
dential candidate on Jan. 22, 
Mayor William Oakley will be 
asking local voters to update 
financial issues on five poten¬ 
tial city charter changes. 

The possible GOP presiden¬ 
tial candidates include Texas 
Gov. George W. Bush, Arizona 
Sen. John McCain, magazine 
publisher Steve Forbes, Utah 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, former Re¬ 
agan adviser Gary Bauer and 
former ambassador Alan 
Keyes. 

At the present time, Bush is 
leading both in Michigan and 
across the U.S. 

Since Democrats (Vice Pres¬ 
ident) A1 Gore' and his main 
challenger (former N.J. Sen.) 
Bill Bradley are not on the bal¬ 
lot that day - it is hard to tell 
how that void will affect the 
day’s election turnout. 

According to City Clerk 
Linda Choate - Lyndon H. 
LaRouche Jr. will be on a Dem-

“I’m not quite sure how the 
ballot will be laid out...as I 
have not seen it yet,” Choate 
said, but voters will only be 
able to vote for one political 
party.

"The proposed changes ad¬ 


just the limits to a more realis¬ 
tic level and are based on 
increases in consumers price 
index,” Hoffman added. 

Oakley, who helped estab¬ 
lish the 1970 financial levels 
for the city 30 years ago, feels 
recent rising costs of goods 
and services make the old 
rates outdated. 

The old figures also “tend to 
hinder the productivity of city 
employees,” Oakley added in a 
press release. 

That perspective is shared 
by Rick Hadyniak, a city me¬ 
chanic, who states “that many 
pieces of Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works equipment regularly 
now have components whose 
cost of replacement exceeds 
the current $750 threshold 
level of the 1970 charter.” 

In other words, Hadyniak 
said, “we now have equipment 
sitting idly by awaiting council 
approval to replace nothing 
more than a tire.”

Romulus man 
sought in huge 
marijuana case

Although they didn’t un¬ 
cover A1 Capone’s millions, 
U-Haul Storage and auction of¬ 
ficials were surprised when 
they opened a storage locker 
Monday at the U-Haul facili¬ 
ties on Michigan Avenue and 
Middlebelt Road in Inkster. 

Armed.with a court order to 
unseal the locker because of 
delinquent rental payments, 
U-Haul employees, joined by 
auctioneers, opened the locker 
and discovered a large cache 
of marijuana. They notified 
the Inkster Police Department 
about their discovery. 

Police were dispatched to 
investigate. 

“We found approximately 74 
pounds of suspected mari¬ 
juana,” said Officer Matthew 
Allen, of the narcotics squad. 

Allen said the storage space 
was rented to two men who 
had apparently fallen behind 
paying their rent for the 
locker. 

“One of the suspects is from 
Inkster - the other is a Ro¬ 
mulus resident,” Allen contin¬ 
ued. “We do not have them in 
custody, but we will be seeking 
warrants.” 

Allen said that the case re¬ 
mains under investigation. 

U-Haul officials told police 
that the person or persons who 
had leased the storage space 
fell behind in their rent and. 
usually after a period of time, 


they call in an outside auction 
company to auction off the 
contents to pay off the rental 
obligation. 

When the outside auc¬ 
tioneer opened the storage 
vault he found what appeared 
to be marijuana. 

If the marijuana can be 
traced to the leasees, they may 
be charged with possession of 
a controlled substance, a fel¬ 
ony that upon conviction car¬ 
ries a fines and jail time.

HAZARDOUS WASTE SITE REVIEW BOARD 

Michigan’s Hazardous Waste Site Review Board (SRB) hereby gives notice that an informal 
hearing will be held on Wednesday, January 26, 2000, to evaluate the proposed Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) hazardous waste management facility. 

EDS submitted an application to the Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) for a permit to 
construct a hazardous waste storage and treatment facility at 28470 Citrin Drive in Romulus, 
Michigan. The application was submitted to satisfy the requirements under Part 111, Hazardous 
Waste Management, of the Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Act, 1994 PA 451, as 
amended (Act 451). 

The proposed facility would accept liquid hazardous waste from off-site generators for disposal in 
deep injection wells. Prior to disposal in the deep injection wells, the wastes would be stored in 
tanks and containers and treated in tanks. The site for the proposed facility is approximately 15 
acres in size and is shown on the map below: 



The Part 111 of Act 451 construction permit application is for the storage and treatment of 
hazardous wastes prior to disposal in the deep injection wells. The deep injection wells have 
already been permitted under the federal Underground Injection Control Program and under 
Part 625, Mineral Wells, of Act 451; they are not subject to the Part 111 of Act 451 construction 
permit requirements. 

The DEQ completed its review of the application and referred it to the SRB for consideration in 
August 1999. The SRB must evaluate the potential impact that the proposed facility could have on 
the environment and on the local community After completing its review, the SRB must 
recommend whether the DEQ should issue or deny the construction permit.

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Support charter reforms to 
allow voters to elect mayor 


Wayne political activist Jim Netter is 
right. The City ought to have an elected 
mayor and we will put our support behind 
his effort to revise the City Charter to allow 
the voters, and not the seven members of 
city council, to determine who the mayor 
will be. 

This issue reared its ugly head this year, 
when Robert Dickerson was named the 
new mayor. His appointment was assured 
when he wrote a conciliatory letter to often 
ostracized council person Shirley Powser It 
was felt Powser held the swing-vote that 
would make or break Dickerson’s candida¬ 
cy for mayor. 

The letter, which was made public after 
Dickerson was named mayor, depicted a 
friendly Dickerson who was willing to be 
very helpful in seeing that some of Powserts 
pet issues would seriously be considered by 
the new council. This budding alliance 
shocked many who remember Dickerson 
and Powser going at odds frequently in pre¬ 
vious years. 

Obviously boys in high places are al¬ 
lowed to play politics, but somehow we 
thought Dickerson would be above those 
games. If getting elected to mayor means 
going to political bed with your enemy, then 
it is time to change the way the mayor is 
elected. 

That is one of the major reasons we are 
in favor of Netter’s proposal to amend the 
City Charter Yes, it might mean the present 
system of electing four council people to 
four-year terms every election. But that’s a 
minor inconvenience when compared to fi¬ 
nally giving the people of Wayne the same 
opportunity that other communities with 
city manager forms of government have

Celebration, Florida, which is a Norman 
Rockwell-like community built from the 
ground up, developers are attempting to 
duplicate the concept all over the country. 
Cherry Hill is a natural because of its 
sparse population and cheap available 
land close to Detroit and Ann Arbor 

It time can lo longer stand still, then cer¬ 
tainly a Celebration-type community would 
be favored over any other type of develop¬ 
ment But I, for one, just wish communities 
like Cherry Hill could remain as they are. 
Maybe I’m too old or maybe I’m too nostal¬ 
gic, but I believe there ought to be a few 
places in this world where mid 20th centu¬ 
ry traditions are left unscathed.

Should other cities follow 
Warren’s recall effort?

The normally turbulent politi¬ 
cal waters in the City of Warren 
are going to get bigger waves 
come this May. 

Outraged voters there are 
starting a recall movement 
against City Council members for 
approving (or letting go into ef¬ 
fect), since November’s general 
election, three controversial city 
issues. 

Recall petitions cannot be cir¬ 
culated until at least six months 
after a general election, hence the 
May starting date. 

The three issues are: 

1. An eleven percent increase 
in city water rates, bringing the 
cumulative increase since 1995 to 
almost forty percent 

2. A new policy restricting resi¬ 
dents to three minutes in which to 
address the council at meetings, 
and 

3. “Generous” salary increases 
for local elected officials (20% for 
the mayor, 42% for the City Clerk 
and Treasurer, and 36% for each 
of the council members). 

The first two issues, if not 
unique to Warren, at least have 
only local consequences. Howev¬ 



er, the “automatic” pay raises for 
local elected officials is a 
statewide problem. 

A number of years ago, the 
State Legislature passed a law 
(which this writer calls the “non¬ 
accountability” Compensation 
Act). 

The law provides for the Gov¬ 
ernor (with the approval of the 
Legislature) to appoint a commis¬ 
sion which sets salaries for elect¬ 
ed state officials. The raises go in¬ 
to effect automatically unless both 


houses pass resolutions, by super 
majorities (two thirds), rejecting 
the new salary levels. That has 
never happened. 

The law also allows cities to 
adopt identical procedures, 
which most have done. Mayors 
appoint the commissions (with 
council approval). It requires a 
two-thirds majority vote of the 
council to reject any raises or they 
go into effect automatically. 

While not required, most time 
the announcement of the increas¬ 
es for December, the month after 
general elections. This gives the 
voters a minimum of twenty-three 
months to “cool off” before the 
next election. 

While local recall elections 
may succeed in some cities, the 
real problem is with the state law. 
Pressure (threats of recall?) 
should be brought on the State 
Representatives and Senators to 
repeal the law which would force 
them (as well as local officials) to 
vote out in the open for all their 
pay increases. 

At the very least, voters should 
make this a campaign issue in the 
year 2000 and 2001 primary and 
general elections. 
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Canton’s year-end decision to 
site its proposed community the¬ 
ater in Cherry Hill Village may 
mark a major turning point in the 
township’s roller coaster history. 

I call the decision a turning 
point because previously town¬ 
ship officials sought to plop the 
civilized theater next to the high 
school campus, deep in the town¬ 
ship’s sprawl jungle. 

Deluded that the residents 
preferred sprawl, township plan¬ 
ners clung to the idea that the $8 
million theater, like the $13 mil¬ 
lion Summit, ought to be located 
on an asphalt pod in the middle of 
nowhere, to borrow a term from 
best selling urban planning writer 
James Knustler 

The clung to this plan despite 
anti-sprawl complaints from resi¬ 
dents and evidence that theaters 
(and other civilized activities) 
seem to work best in theater dis¬ 
tricts, such as the community dis- 

ater in Royal Oak or the profes¬ 
sional one in Chelsea. These the¬ 
aters anchor pedestrian down¬ 
towns, with nightclubs, coffee 
houses, craft shops, and toney 
restaurants. 

It’s doubtful that the proposed 
high school location could have 
supported a bookstore or French 
restaurant, let alone a theater 

But reality soon set in when 
the theater’s startup committee, 
the Canton Township’s Partner¬ 
ship For the Arts, tried to raise 
money for the theater. Donors 
would no sooner throw away their 



hard-earned money on the high 
school location than they would 
time travel to board the Titanic. 
Take away the Titanic’s glamour, 
and you would have the same dis¬ 
aster 

However, donors informed the 
committee that they would cough 
up more than $6 million to locate 
the theater in Cherry Hill Village, 
a proposed pedestrian village. 

This put township officials in a 
quandary. On the one hand, many 
had enabled sprawl and traffic 
congestion. On the other, many 
wanted a theater for community 
music, dance, and theater perfor¬ 
mances and for providing per¬ 
forming arts activities for the 
township’s children. 

Luckily, the theater won. The 
township surrendered its long¬ 
time role as an enabler of sprawl, 
and agreed to place a traditional 
theater in the Village. 

I say that this could be a turn¬ 
ing point because I believe the 
township has learned its lesson. 
Using money, the only language 
the township understands, I be¬ 
lieve that.the donors taught town¬ 
ship officials that big money 
prefers civilized development to 
sprawl. 

Hopefully, the Cheny Hill Vil¬ 


lage planning process taught the 
township a second lesson: that 
residents also prefer civilized de¬ 
velopment This came out in de¬ 
veloper Biltmore Property’s mar¬ 
keting study for the Village, which 
is the opposite of sprawl. The 
study discovered an incredible 
demand for traditional pedestri¬ 
an neighborhoods with a town 
square, small shops, and preser¬ 
vation of natural features. 

The study gave Biltmore the 
confidence to plan for 1,300 
homes. If the homes sell quickly, I 
believe that township officials 
will realize the attraction of tradi¬ 
tional neighborhoods. 

Based on low crime rates in 
similar villages, such as Florida’s 
almost crime free Celebration, I 
predict that expected strong 
neighborhood and community 
ties and a visible pedestrian life 
in Cheny Hill Village will reduce 
crime to the traditional city of 
Northville’s low rate, which is 
one-fourth of Canton’s. The Vil¬ 
lage’s lower crime rate and high¬ 
er quality of life will once again 
prove the superiority of life in a 
traditional community. 

Though the donors’ $8 million 
message and Biltmore’s Cherry 
Hill Village marketing study will 
provide Canton with lessons, the 
township’s turning point won’t 
come until township officials hire 
anti-sprawl planning consultants 
to design plans to enable healthy 
neighborhoods to grow through¬ 
out the rest of the township.

There are a lot of sim¬ 
ilarities in coaching a basket¬ 
ball team and playing for one, 
as Alvin “Bo” Dukes will tell 
you. 

When you’re on your game, 
there isn’t anything greater in 
life; when you’re not, it’s like 
hell, the rookie Inkster High 
hoop coach says. 

And, right now, “Bo” and his 
Inkster Vikings are not even 
close to “their game.”

Canton wins a close one 
at Salem’s expense, 47-45

After four frustrating close 
losses, Plymouth-Canton and 
coach Danny Young pulled out 
a heart-stopping 47-45 victory 
over Plymouth-Salem Friday 
night before a standing room 
only crowd at Salem.

Help for Grinders: 

Question: I have been told I grind my teeth. 

Is there anything I can do to help this? 

Answer: Many people grind and clench their teeth. Most of them do it without even 
knowing it. They may be under stress and clench their teeth at work or their spouse 
may tell them that they are grinding their teeth at night while sleeping. 

The results of this can range from the fairly innocuous to nearly debilitating. Mild 
grinding can lead to the slow wearing down of the teeth, while heavy grinding can 
lead to severe wear and fracturing of the teeth, muscle pain in the face and perhaps 
even jaw joint (TMJ) damage. 

One of the most effective treatments for this condition is the wearing of a bitesplint or 
nigh guard. These are different names for the same thing— a clear acrylic plate which 
fits over the teeth and prevents the opposing teeth from contacting them. It usually is 
constructed to fit over the upper teeth and fits snugly so it doesn’t fall out. It can be 
worn both during the day and at night. By preventing the 
teeth from contacting and locking together, the jaw muscles 
are relaxed and the teeth are protected from damaging each 
other.

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Larger, glitzier displays take center stage 


The theme ofthe 2000 North 
American Auto Show could 
very well be, “Size matters.” At 
least when it comes to the dis¬ 
plays. 

Mark Snethkamp, co-chair 
of the NAIAS 2000 and presi¬ 
dent of Bill Snethkamp 
Chrysler-Jeep says that this 
year, GM and Ford “moved in” 
to Cobo in early November in 
order to construct their dis¬ 
plays. The rest of the manufac¬ 
turers trickled in during the 
following weeks, and he says 
the displays are “spectacular.” 

Every year, the auto manu¬ 
facturers try to out-do each 
other in showmanship and vi¬ 
sual appeal, and last year’s 
Ford theater was a hard act to 
follow. 

But GM is sure going to try. 


“The GM Experience” newly- 
designed display will contain 
164,456 square feet, and the 
two-level display will be the 
largest ever at the NAIAS. And 
for the first time ever, every 
GM brand: Buick, Cadillac, 
Chevrolet, GMC, Oldsmobile, 
Pontiac, Saturn, and overseas 
brands Saab, Holden, Opel 
and Vauxhall will all be in one 
place. 

GM, like Ford’s 1999 exhibit, 
will include an auditorium 
which can seat 1,200. Every 
hour, GM will present a live 
stage show, featuring 16 char¬ 
acters, music and a multi- 
media production. 

Ford Motor Co.’s display 
will occupy some 83,611 square 
feet, but they haven’t released 
much information about what 


to expect. It’s one of those 
things you’ll have to see for 
yourself, but if last year is any 
indication of Ford’s showman¬ 
ship capabilities, visitors 
won’t be disappointed. 

Ford isn’t being more secre¬ 
tive than anyone else, though, 
says Snethkamp. Even as a 
dealer for 17 years, and co¬ 
chair of NAIS, he has no idea 
what’s in store for Chrysler, 
Jeep, Dodge and Plymouth. 
“They won’t even tell me 
where the dinner party is 
going to be held,” Snethkamp 
reports. “They just tell me I’ll 
get my invitation in the mail.” 

He adds that the rumors 
that have been floating around 
indicate that all the manufac¬ 
turers are going for “all-out 
glitz and glamour” this year, 


especially because GM has 
been so public in letting the 
press in on pre-show “sneak 
peeks.” 

A challenge that all exhib¬ 
itors are facing is space. While 
GM shifted to put all their ve¬ 
hicles in one place, extra 
space was afforded to the 


other exhibitors. But when you 
compare the 700,000 square 
foot space to the 2.5 million 
square feet and 11 buildings of 
the Frankfurt, Germany show, 
one can understand what a 
challenge it’s been for the 
NAIAS to remain the pre¬ 
miere auto show. 


Snethkamp explains that if 
you can’t move outward, you 
must expand upward, so most 
of the manufacturers bring in 
their carpenters to construct 
inside Cobo the two- and 
three-story exhibits, making 
the most of the space they’re 
allotted.

A colorful past, an exciting future 


The North American Inter¬ 
national Auto Show (NAIAS) 
2000, owned and operated by 
an association of the Detroit 
area auto dealers, is celebrat¬ 
ing its twelfth year as an inter- 
national event. The first 
DADA-sponsored show, called 
the Detroit Auto Show, was 
held at Beller’s Beer Garden 
(located near the Belle Isle 
Bridge) in 1907. 

At that first show, there 
were 17 exhibitors, displaying 
33 vehicles. As the years pas¬ 
sed, the show became increas¬ 
ingly popular as the demand 
and interest for automobiles 
grew. By 1910, the show moved 
to Wayne Gardens, which, at 
the time, was the largest space 
in the city. In 1917, the show 
moved to Grinley Field, an 
even larger facility. From 
there, the auto show had sev¬ 
eral homes, including Cross 
Town Garage (1919), the Ford 
Building (1920), Morgan and 
Wright’s Building (1921-22) and 
Detroit Artillery Armory 
(1957). 

The 1957 show stands out for 
more than its new home: 1957 
marked the first time foreign 
auto manufacturers displayed 
their vehicles. Domestic 
models from the Big Three 
now shared floor space with 
Volvo, German Isetta, 
Mercedes-Benz, Jaguar and 
Porsche. 

In 1965, the Detroit Auto 
Show moved to its present lo¬ 
cation at Cobo Conference/ 
Exhibition Center, which of¬ 
fers one of the largest single¬ 


floor showrooms in the world. 
The facility is capable of hous¬ 
ing a 600,000 square-foot show 
in one open-view hall, along 
with an additional 100,000 
square-feet available on the 
River Level. Additionally, the 
facility boasts 84 meeting 
rooms and a 100,000 square- 
foot concourse and atrium 
area. 

In 1989, after a year of plan¬ 
ning, the show was renamed 
the North American Interna¬ 
tional Auto Show. That first in- 
ternational show gained 
worldwide recognition as a re¬ 
sult of a number of significant 
industry events, including 
Toyota’s and Nissan’s introduc¬ 
tion of their new luxury divi¬ 
sions - Lexus and Infiniti, 
respectively. 

Today, the NAIAS is the 
only North American auto 
show to be sanctioned by the 
Organisation Internationale 
Des Constructeurs d’Auto- 
mobiles (OICA). Since it be¬ 
came an international event, a 
total of 561 new concept and 
production vehicles have been 
introduced at the show. 

Each year, more than 40 
auto manufacturers exhibit 
over 700 cars and trucks at the 
NAIAS. While the NAIAS is a 
stage for major industry news, 
it also has a significant eco¬ 
nomic impact locally. Accord¬ 
ing to David L. Littmann, first 
vice president and senior 
economist, Comerica Bank, the 
total incremental economic 
impact of the 1999 NAIAS on 
Southeastern Michigan was es¬ 


timated at $427 million. 

The NAIAS 2000 is the 
eighty-fourth show in Detroit, 
making it the longest running 
auto show in the country.
